Interesting data gained from the 
meeting revealed costs ranging as high 
as $1260.00 with an average around 
$950.00, The Associations now ‘in opert- 
tion represent an estimated capital!:a- 
tion of around 4%-million dollars, with 
purchases from Calgary Power esti- 
mated at around half million. dollars 
annually.

Words Without Meaning 


Not the least bewildering disparity 
between the western powers and the 
Russian spheres of influence is the pro 
found difference of meaning of various 
words, used. constantly by the diplc- 
mats and peoples of both countries. 


Take the word “democracy” for in- 
stance. In English this word is meaact 


‘ to mean a “government directed by the 


people collectively.” Abraliam Lincc!n 
defined this word in possibly the sim- 
plest terms when he said “government 
of the people, for the people, by the 
people.” This is generally acceted as 
the true meaning of the English word. 

By Russian standards, however, the 
word “democracy” is used to refer to 
any Communist government. These 
countries are governed by totalitarian 
dictatorships which make their own 
rules, and enforee them with ruthless- 
mess and force. This type of govern: 
ment, a “people’s ocemocracy” when 
described by the Russians, is the anti- 
thesis of our meaning of the word. 

Another word tending to confuse is- 
sues, is “aggression.” Our dictionaries 
define this worti as “an unprovokd 
attack.” In the present fighting in 
Korea, which by our standards is def- 
initely “aggression,” the Communists 
label the south Koreans and U.N. for- 
ces as the “aggressors.” This in spite 
of ‘the fact that the south Koreans are 
defending themselves as best they can 
miles within their own country. | 
, Either a word has a meaning (or two 
er three closely allied meanings) or it 
has none. The way “democracy” and 
“aggressiou” are deing sbused those 
days, it appears both would be better 
dropped from the Erglish and Russiau 
languages. a 

The English speaking peoples are 
for “democracy” and aga‘nst “aggres- 
sion.” Russian propaganda also works 
in favor of “democracy” and against 
“aggression.” The meaning depends on 
which people use them.

cently developed instrument affords us. 

In our grandfather’s young days there was no such thing 
as the Telegraphs there may have been, but while 
these handled long distance communication over a limited 
number of routes, they afforded little benefit to the general 
public in the ordinary run of daily business and living. 

Today it is different. While there are yet many farms 
which have no telephone, this pried instrument can be seen 
on the walls of a great number of rural homes, and on the 
desk of the great majority of business firms. 

However, the telephone, like Mother, is seldom given 
credit for all its virties, and its endless services to its pos- 
easier. Carrying our voice at a speed which would enable it to 
circle the globe eight times in a second, unaffected by heat or 

’ cold, daylight or dark, good roads or bad, the telephone en- 
ables us to make quick contact with either those on the next 
. farm or in the next block, or those many miles away. Just 
how many miles of travel a telephone may save any one in- 
dividual cannot easily be measured; each knows best himself 
best how the telephone serves . . . but perhaps fails to realize 
its advantages until for some reason service is discontinued. 

Perhaps we would do well to take greater advantage of 
the telephone. We have heard of farmers, who have driven 
from town to town, spending a whole day in search of a part 
for a broken down machine, when a few telephone calls might 
have saved much valuable time and costly travelling. Perhaps 
you yourself have overlooked the telephone to your own cost. 
There have been occasions when most of us have. 

We in the newspaper game well realize the benefits of 


the telephone, but we also know the difficulties incurred in 
telephone conversation. The greatest drawback in the use of 
the telphone: is the danger of error. This danger is incurred 
‘by three main factors. In telephone-conversation you cannot 
raw pictures or “talk with your hands” or in any other way 
pry caegnaict your vr grcng. 4 You must rely solely roe 8 the use 


If you need an implement part you should have both its 
number of description ready before you make the call, then 
the man at the other end can give you an intelligent reply. 
Your telephone cannot make corrections in your speech or 
your English. . 

The second factor hampering telephone conversation is 
the fact that the difficulties inherent to the use of the spoken 
work are increased and amplified by the ‘phone. Poor diction 
on the part of the speaker can make it extremely difficult for 
= n receiving the message. Figures and letters are par- 

Sailante hard to put over. The army was forced to desert the 
oS of the ordinary alphabet names for the letters when they 
started the use of telephones. Over the ‘phone you cannot dis- 
tinguish between M and N, and B,D, C,.G, P and T are in 
most cases completely undistinguishable. 'A practical solution 
for this difficulty is, when the letter is important, to use the 
form “B as in Bob” “C as in Charlie”, “D as in Donald” and 
so forth, using your own imagination to provide suitable 
names, Then there are words that should not be used over the 
telephone | at all . . we defy anyone to be sure whether.a per- 
son says “can” or “can’t” over the phone .. + much better to 

e use “can not” or “will not” or “do not” than ‘the contractions 
which are popular in ordinary conversation. 


The rate. of speech for a telephone conversation should 
not be too great. In ordinary speech many of us are prone to 
rattle on at an excessive rate, running our words together 
and tumbling the syllables one on top of the other. Not good 
practise at any time, it is even worse when telephoning. 

Finally, the condition of the instrument and the line. Some 
*phones are notoriously weak and some line perenially noisy. 
These are technical difficulties that cost money to clear up, 
but are well worthy of attention.

Grass Seed Shortage 


During the past four years the price 
of forage crop seeds has been steadily 
climbing, until now ‘it is almost prohi- 
bitive for the average farmer to buy. 
There does not look’ to be much let-up. 
Brome seed alone sky-rocketed from 
27c to b5c per pound in one season. 
Crested Wheat from 82c to 52c. With 
the good brome crops in the district 
and the price at its present level, I wish 
to take this opportunity to urge each 
and every one to try for a seed crop. 
Both seed and hay can be harvested 
from the same field by using a combine 
harvester to clip the heads for seed, 
and then following with the mower tor 
hay. Brome and Crested Wheat seed is 
urgently needed in this district. If in 
doubt about your crop call at the of- 
fice or by phone and we will try to 
help you out. 

CANADA AND SOW THISTLES 


With the low cost of 2,4-D weed cm 
trol and the number of spray and dust- 
ing machines available this year, there 
is no longer any excuse for allowing 
thistles to blow. The weed inspectors 
will be starting out this week, and any 
patches of Canada and Sow thistles 
found will be ordered destroyed immed 
iately, and offenders will be dealt with 
under section 65, or, ‘Penalty fer non- 
compliance with inspectors require- 
ments’ of the “Noxious Weeds Act, 
R.S.A. 1942”.

Cosme Diseases 


Of Raspberries 


Diseases of garden crops seem to be 
more prevalent this year and inquiries 
are coming in from. many points with 
respect to unthrifty, growth of small 
fruits. P. D. MecCalla, Supervisor of 
Horticulture for the Alberta Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, says that among 
raspberry ailments in this province two 
virus diseases that are troublesome are 
Mosaic and leaf curl, Unfortunately, 
not much is yet known about the type 
of organism causing these diseases and 
knowledge of effective control is. lim- 
ited. Cultural methods and spraying 
seem to have little effect and the only 
solution at present is destruction of the 
diseased plants.

Bees Need Storage Space 


| W. G. leMaistre, Alberta's Provincia‘ 
Apiarist, advises beekeepers to provide 
sufficient room in the hives to accom- 
modate the nectar their bees may 
gather, The peculiarities of the honey 
flow in Alberta “make it necessary for 
the beekeeper to watch this matter 
carefully. 

A hive kept on scales and weighed 
daily has often shown gains of over 
twenty pounds in one day and over 
seventy pounds in three days. Fresh 
nectar does not become honey until it 
has been processed and concentrated 
by the bees. This processing requires 
that the bees spread small amounts of 
nectar ‘in each cell, Only when* pro- 
perly concentrated do the bees store it 
and cap it in the combs as honey. 


Mr. leMaistre points out that empty 
| combs should be availatle on the hives 
during the honey flow so that the work 
of ripening the nectar into honey may 
not retard the gathering bees. A nor 
mal colony during a good honey flow 
requires four or five supers besides the 
brood chamber, he says.’ Any colony 
that becomes short of space in which to 
ripen nectar will stop gathering, some- 
times for as long as three days. T¢ it 
should happen that the bees stop gath- 
ering during one of these periods when 
the flow of nectar in blooms is heavy, 
the resulting honey crop will be much 
less ‘than it should have been. To get 
a maximum crop, at least one extra 
empty super should be on each hive all 
through July and August,

virus diseases of raspberries in Alberta 
When the plant is attacked the leaves 
turn light green, become mottled with 
yellow, then turn brown and aie. An- 
other virus disease of raspberries is 
leaf curl. The colour of the leaves in 
this case changes to a very dark green 
and as the name implies, the leaves 
become wrinkled and curled. 
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If thesé diseases are checked in the 
early stages by removing and burning 
the diseased plants as soon as the signa 
appear, the plantation may be saved. 
If the infestation becomes serious the 
whole plantation will have to be des- 
troyed ang new canes obtained. To 
guard against reinfestation, the new 
planting should be located at least 100 
yards from the old site.

This is because frost damage was less 
severe this year. The exchange pre- 
dicts 17,000,000 boxes will be shipped 
this summer.

Pour into 6 
individual moulds which have been rin 
sed in céld water. Chill until set, Un- 
mould on crisp lettuce and serve with 
mayonnaise.

time registering a hearty holler last 
week when he learned that Ottawa 
Rough Riders had signeg two of his 
prize prospects from Villanova College. 


The way Brown told it, the two— 
+tackle John Sandusky and back Tom 
Clavin—had “signed contracts and ac+ 
cepted bonuses” from. the National 
League Browns. Then, to his surprise, 
the news arrived from Ottawa that the 
pair had decided during a visit to the 
Capital to throw in their lot with the 
Big Four League Rough Riders. 


The Clevelang coach phoned Presi- 
dent Eddie Emerson of the Ridera. He 
phoned the players in question and he 
phoned President Bob Moran of Tor- 
onto Argonauts, the latter call presum- 
ably to find out what other Big Four 
teams do when somebody steals their 
players (they usually try to swipe a 
couple back). 
| Brown's first call to’ Emerson could- 
n't have been too profitable. He follow- 
ed up it by one to Moran in which the 
affable accountant of the Argos got 
{the distinct impression that Clevelan4 
had declared war on Canada. 

The dazéd Moran came off the phone 
| with this communique from Cleveland: 
| wwe’ ll move into your country and ot- 
fer treméndous salaries to your best 
| players and take them away from you.”

Brown apparently did better on his 
next try with Emerson. He told tnter- 
viewers in Cleveland that the Ottawa 
president “indicated they didn’t know 
the kids had signed with us,” adding:

An. effective way of reducing acct- 
dents on Alberta highways would be 
through the introduction of driver 
training eourses in .he high schools, dt 
is contended by officials of the Alberta 
Motor Association. 

School board members have expres- 
sed renewed interest in the possibilities 
of these courses, As the department of 
education has not been favorable to 
the suggestion, some 1 bourts 
have considered the feasibility of op- 
erating such courses on an extra-cur- 
ricular basis. 

Already it is being talked of as a pos 
sibility for the ‘next school term. De- 
finite action along this line can. no 
longer be delayed, it is contended, | 

Particular attention is drawn to the 
experience of the state of Delaware, 
where these courses have been operat, 
ed in the high schools for some years. 
For example, a report shows that only 
three per cent of trained drivers had 
car accidents, compared with 14 per 
cent who didn’t take the course in 
school. Furthermore, only four per cent 
of trained drivers received traffic vioia 
tion tickets, compared to 27 per cent 
for untrained drivers. 

The results have been so satisfactory 
that all public high schools in Dela- 
ware now have driver training courses.

book of Ruth—Tt ts like a pastoral 
symphony after a surfeit of martial 
music. Even the Bible scarcely contains 
a@ sweeter tale of love.” It is the posi- 
tion of the little book between Judges 


and I Samuel with their accounts of the 
struggles of the tribes of Israel for 
their existence that phasizes its 
peaceful character. In the Hebrew 
Bible it is found near the .end. The 
truth .it contains is one of the hig»est 
reached by Old Testament writers. 

The little genealogy at the end is tne 
key to the writer’s object in writing 
the book. There we read that this Mo- 
abitish girl was King David's great- 
grandmother. David, Israel’s national 
hero, had a strain of Moabitish blood 
in his veins. Now place this book after 
the Exile and particularly when Ezra 
and Nehemiah, in their efforts to «ecp 
the blood of Israe) pure, were requiring 
Jews to put away wives whom they 
had taken from the people of the lend 
and their children with them, and we 
see that there was another party in 
Osrael with very different views. Here 
was a daughter of Moab whose virtue 
shines with as bright a light as any of 
the daughters of Judah. 

And God gave her a place of h'gh 
honor in the history of His elect nation 

Are we not often shamed for. our 
bigotry when we meet’ people of blood 
and faith different from our own 
whose character is as strong and beau- 
tiful as any produced among us? Yet 
this is an every-day experience in our 
land. 

Our first impression of Ruth is gain- 
ed from her declaration of loyalty in 
chapter 1:16. Imagine the scene! Here 
are three bereaved women trying to 
face the future. Misfortune never com-+ 
es singly, and one blow after another 
had killeg the men of the family. 
Naomi, bereaved of husband and sons, 
longs for the home of her childhood 
and plans to return. 

There was no place in the society of 
her time for young unmarried women. 
Their only safety lay in having hus- 
bands and homes of their own, So she 
jadvised her daughters-in-law to go 
| back to their own people, and followed 
| them with prayer for their future, One 
of them went; Ruth refused to go. She 
had entered’ the family by the sacred 
door of marriage and felt that death 
could not break that bond. Besides, 
there was something in Naomi's char- 


acter and faith that satisfied her 
heart. 
So she affirmed her decisiun in 


words that are among the finest in the 
language of men,-—Entreat me not to 
leave thee, and to return from follow- 
ing after thee; for whither thou goest, 


I will go; and where thou lodgest,'1 
will lodge; thy people -shall. be my 
people, and thy God my Got; wheie 


thou diest, I will die and there will 1 
be buried: the Lord do so to me, aud 
more also, if aught but death 
thee and me.”

The first step in any effective 
weed control program is an accurate 
determination of the weed ot weeds 
to be suppressed. Every farmer 
should “know the weeds he grows.” 

Free Service. The accurate identi- 
fication of weed plants requires a 

deal of training and expericrice 

ost western farmers need some 
help in this undertaking. Our Weed 
Identification Service was organized 
for this purpose. Farmers have only 
to collect good weed specimens ond 
take them to any elevator beloning 
to one of the Line Elevator 
Companies associated with this 
Department. The Grain Buyer will 
forward them to us for identification 
without cost. ‘A report giving the 
correct mame and remarks on 
control pomeenrey ‘}l he returned 

How to Colleci.. In. collecting 
weeds for identification be sure and 
secure complete plant specimens. 
By a complete weed specimen we 
mean one which possesses all the 
essential plant parts—roots, stems, 
leaves and flowers or.sceds. In the 
case of perennial weeds, under- 
ground parts such as bulbs or “root- 

stocks” may be necessary for correct 

identification. : 

How to Serd, First of all shake 
or wash all soil from the roots and 
then dry the plants thoroughly to 
prevent molding. If more than one 
weed is sent in for identification be 
sure to number and wrap each 

sample sepafately. Newspapers are 
a lent for wrapping. Pack the 
individually - wrapped samples 
firmly in a carton cr box and deliver 
them to your local rain buyer, or 
mail direetly to, Line Elevators 
Farm Service, Winnipeg. 

Farmers may also, of course, have 
weeds identified by sending them to 
any one of the following: (1) Your 
Provincial Department of Agricul- 
ture or Agricultural Representative 
(2) Your nearest Dominion 
Experimental Station. (3) Your 
Provincial University. (4) The 
Division of Botany, Science Service, 
Ottawa. The important point is to 
have unknown weeds identified — 
somewhere. ; 

Our 80-page bulletin “An 
Illustrated Guide to Prairie Weeds” 
is available to farmers ffee. Consult 
your local grain buyer, or write to 
Line Elevators Farm Service, 
Winnipeg or Calgary, for a copy.

Thistle Control 


Canada thistle and sow thistle are 
two weeds on which the use of 3-4-D 
has not proved very effective. It will 
kill the tops of the thistles and prevént 
them from going to seeq in the crop, 
but for eradication we still have to rol/ 
on timely cultivation. G, R. Sterilag, 
Supervisor of Soil Conservation” and 
Weed Control for the Alberta Depaert- 
ment of Agriculture, points out Uhat in 
grain fields that have been sprayed 
for control of other weeds, thistles will 
also have received a setback. But to 
kill them, fall cultivation should be 
started as soon as the crop has been 
removed. 


Mr. Sterling says that when summer 
fallowing it is well to remember that 
{thistles are at their weakest when in 
‘bloom. At that time the food reserves 
are low and the plants are more easily 
killed, If, however, weather conditions 
| rove unfavourable for cultivation just 
then, there is danger of the thistlea 
seeding before the work can be done. 
Cultivation for thistle control or sun.- 
merfallow should be started not later 
than the early bud stage and continued 
every 2 weeks until freeze-up. Too fre- 
quent cultivation adds to our problem 
of soil erosion; too little oultivation 
will result in an incomplete kill,
